3dly, I am informed that they ſtill continue to 
meet together; and that few of thoſe that were 
fully eng aged with them, are wholly fallen off. I 
bear alſo, that they take new Life and Encourage- 
ment from what befel Mr. Moor lately in his i- 
tations, who ſpeaking of our Saviour s Agomes in

© weep Tears of Blood. But I concetve, it cannot bs 
denied, that an evil Spirit, favoured by a vehement 
Imagination, may very eaſily praduce ſuch an Effect. 
However, they who are blinded already with the 
Deluſtan take this as 4a convincing Teſtimony of the 
Divinity of their Spirit; tho" at the ſame time 
many, yea moſt of them know, that this ſame Mr. 


Moor has been accuſed by thoſe in Extaſie of 


ſpeaking by a falſe Spirit, and that be hath freely 
acknowledged the ſame. I am alſo told, that in 


a late Aſſembly, they have had Orders to prepare 


for a Journey, and that they are to be ſent out ſe- 
parately into all Parts of this Kingdom, 
according to the practice of the Quakers, and ac- 
cording to their own practice, not much above 4 
Month ago, when three of them were ſent by Inſpira- 
tion to Coventry, where one of them propheſied in 
the publick Market Place, on a Market Day. 

4thly, Having been ſo unhappy as to be miſled 
into a very favourable Opinion of them, which ! 
nom perceive they do not deſerve, I think. my ſelſ 


"obliged to publiſh my Recantation, with my Teſti- 


mony ag ainſt them and their Proceedings. 
For theſe and the like Reaſons, I judge it my Duty 


to publiſh this proteſt againſt them. That God may} 


ſo bleſs it as to mate it an Inſtrument of good, 
either by retreiving theſe miſtaken Viſionaries from 
their Pernicious Deluſſons; or deterring others from ap- 
proaching too near unto them, is the earneſt Prayer of

in their Declarations. But now, inſtead of 
making good theſe Promiſes, we have ground 
to believe that they themſelves disbelieve 
their own extatick Speeches; ſince Mr. Lacy 
denies that he hath ſaid, in any of his Books, 
that they had any ſuch Promiſe. But here- 


in he Equivocates, and ſays it was not an 


abſolute Promiſe, but an Order to de- 


clare himself deluded, if le had not the Gift.. 


of Miracles granted before the firſt day of May 
laſt; As we ſee in his Letter to Dr. Mood. 

This 
truly is enough for us; for we have here 
ſufficient ground to affirm, 'that he is, and 
has been deluded groſly and undeniably ; 
tho he himſelf is pleaſed to trifle. and ſhuffle

And indeed to what purpofe do they of 
late fo induſtriouſly ſeek to skreen, and apo- 
logize for falſe Prophets, if they do not 
ſuſpect ſome ſuch thing of themſelves > How- 
ever, that they may evidently appear to be ſuch 
to the whole World, I ſhall give the Reader a 
ſhort account of what they have ſaid relating 
to me in my Converſation with them. 


Having 
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Havi 
Prophets from a Gentleman whoſe Judgment 
I honour (and who had been impoſed on 
by ſome who are prejudiced in their favour) 
with his advice to enquire into their Lives 


I became intimately acquainted with moſt 
of thoſe who profeſs d themſelves inſpired in 
this City. I thank God, as I was bapti- 


ed in the Church of England, and con- 


firmed in that Baptiſm by a Biſhop of the 
fame Church; ſo 1 have always been firm 
and unwavering in her Doctrine, which all 
the World wulk own to be Apoſtolick; and 
therefore I have conſtantly held Communion 


vuith her Orthodox and truly Reverend Paſtors. 
But as theſe Men did not, at firſt, ſeem to 


aſſault any of my 7exers in that point; fo 
they inſenſibly gained on my Judgment to 
believe ſeveral things, which now, upon 
more ſerious Conſideration, I look upon as 
Deluſions. 

Tconſtantly frequented the Publick Prayers, 
even when at other Times of the Day I vi- 
ſited theſe Prophets; I received the Sacra- 
ment in the Publick Congregations, four 
Times during the ſhort time | was acquainted 
with them, which was not much above 


fix Weeks. In a ſhort time after my ac- 


quaintance with them, one of the pret=nJers 


ro inſpiration laid his Hand on my Head, 


as I fat in company with ſeveral other Per-

received a Character of theſe 


and Converſations, and examine their Spirit; 
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ſons, and faid ——— Thou art [this: was 
conſtrued two Ways: Some in Company 
thought ir bad reterence to what was. ſaid 
a little before concerning ſuch as were 
fit for Chriſt's Kingdom: I did not know but 
it might have had reference to ſome mental Pe- 
titions which at that moment did ariſe ; but now 
I think the former Conſtruction the more proba- 
ble] therefore have I choſen thee, and will make 
of thee a Pillar in my Temple. Tes, I will, and by 
thee will I repair the Breaches in Sion. Thou 
ſhalt be a Labourer in building the Walls of 
jerulalem. Frem thy Mothers womb, I ſet 
thee a-part for this Service; and for the 
bringing about my purpoſe have I call'd thee 
to this City. It was I, it was I, it was I,” 
and not thy Father: Therefore admire thou 
the Wiſdom of thy Cod, who Works by means, 
and ſuch as thy (hallow Capacity cannot appre- 
hend. But ſo it is; and e er long thou ſhalt 
know it was my Voice thou obeyeſt:; For I will 
wiſit thee with my Spirit, and in the Power 
thereaf thou ſhalt come forth, caſting all be- 
hind thee that thou haſt attained to by thy indu- 
try, as not worthy to ſtand in Competition with 
that I will inveſt thee with. By that thou 
ſhalt know I have heard thy Prayers; the ſum 
of which hath been, that I wou'd enlighten thee 
into this appearance; which cannot be unleſs [ 
work in thee by my Svirit. Which Twill, ac- 
cording to thy deſire; and more than thou hast 
or can pray for will I beſtow on thee. Altho' 
thou art unworthy, if I will make thee worthy, 
| what 
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what is that to thee? Is there one that can 
ſay. be is worthy of the leaſt Mercy be enjoys ? 


No, no. Nevertheleſs have I thought good to 
viſit them with my Spirit; which if they obey, 
then will I never ceaſe to beſtow on them thoſe 
Bleſſings which properly belong to the Children 
of God. Which Bleſſixgs are thine if thou hold- 
eft faſt that which thou baſt received: Look 


not back, leſt a ſnare overtake thee , but preſs 
forward > thou art in the way which leads to 


Happineſs. Eye bim your Lord, who is at 
the end of the path; who hath for all thoſe 
who come up to him Crowns of Glory, which be 


 bimſelf will fix on their Broms. From this be 
2 my Child, to perſevere to the end. 


Thou ſhalt receive a reward, In order to 
which muſt thou pray unto thy God for the ful- 
filling of his Promiſes made unto thee, All which 
are yea, and amen, in him in whoſe Kingdom 
thou ſhalt Reign. Spoken June 4th, 1708. 

A tew Days after this Occurrence I was 
deſired, by one of the inſpired (and withal en- 
joined to tell it to no one) to come the next 
Day to a certain Houſe at an appointed 
hour. I had been once before at this Houſe; 
therefore deſiring to loſe no opportunity ot 
ſatisfying my ſelf in this grand Affair, I 
came a little after the appointed Hour; 
where I found, contrary to my Expectation, 
an aſſembly of at leaſt 20 People, u ho crouded 
a (mall Chamber ſo full, that all the Com- 
pany had not room to fit down, 
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A Perſon in the Company falling into 
the uſual extatick Motions, bleſt rhe reſt, 
every one kneeling down, whilſt the in- 
ſpired Perſon, laying both Hands upon 
each parties Head, pronounced their ſeveral 
Bleflings. 
Il was perſwaded (tho' unwilling, my Con- 

ſcience at the fame time giving me ſome 
checks) to accept a Bleſſing upon my knees, 
as I had ſeen the reſt do; fo I kneeled 
down to receive it, and theſe were the 
Words which were ſpoken to me 
Hie that ſeeks, ſhall find; and he that 
knocks, unto him ſhall ze opened. Thou haſt 


found it ſo : Thou haſt ſought and thoa haſt | 


found; therefore do thou rejvice in praiſing 
thy God : Becauſe thou haſt not ſought in vain. 
Praiſe him, for he is worthy of Praiſes. He 
brought thee hither, to let thee know tbat he 
is at work in the Hearts of Men. And he 
will work in thy Heart. He hath already 
begun, and he will perfect it, yes he will per- 
felt it I aſſure thee, and he will give thee 
bis Holy Spirit in great abundance ; thow ſhalt 
have it without Meaſure. Go in Peace, and 
Believe, and thou ſhalt find the Effects of thy 
coming hither. 

Immediately after the pronouncing of 
theſe Words (whether my Spirits were in- 
flamed to an undue degree by the heat of 
Imagination on ſo ſurpriſing an accident, or 
whether a diſtinet Being from any thing in

1 Had I been in my right Senſes, I might 
ir preſently have perceived in theſe Bleſlings 
4 ſomething of that Bait with which the old 
7 Sepent covers the hook he deſigns to catch 
N poor deceived Souls withal — vir. Flar- 


tery. Tis not agreeable to the Spirit of 
1 God, nor do we find a precedent for it in 
of all the Scriptures, that he ſhou d flatter and 
ſooth up a Heart which cannot, with truth, 
2 ſpeak ſuch ſmooth Things to it ſelf. TOs 
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do I ſee what end there can be in ſueh 
extraord nary Promiſes, unleſs it be to blind 
a deceived Soul, and hinder it from the 
proper exerciſe of Humiliation and Repen- 
tance, which are preſcribed and certain 
Means of obtaining Mercy, by inciting in 
it ſuch extravagant Hopes of Supernatural 
Powers, juſt pouring down upon it. Beſides; 
tis a very great Temptation roSpiritual Pride, 
to raiſe in Men, at their firſt approaches to 
them, a confidence to pray for and expect ſuch 
Supernatural Gifts. And when theſe Ex- 
pectations are not anſwered, the poor de- 
luded Soul falls naturally into deſpondency 

and a diſmal State. | 
After this Bleſſing, I grew very Faint and 
Sick, and was ſo exceedingly overcome 
with the heat and cloſeneſs of the place, 
that I was forced to quit the Room; and 
had not the Gentlewoman of the Houſe 
opportunely relieved me with ſome Cor- 
. [ believe I ſhould have Swoon- 
The next Day in my Cloſet, going to 
my Private Devotion (I can't ſay my Mind 
was tree trom thoſe Impreſſions which were 
made en me the Day before, by the Tem- 
ptation that was offered me, to pray for and 
deſire God's Supernatural Gifts) I was ſeized 
with Violent Convulſions, like the former ; 
inſomuch that I ſomething feared being 
daſhed againſt a Table, or Chair that was 
near

near me. In this Fit I repeated often the 
Words, Lord Jeſus, ſo loud, that I was heard 
all over the Houſe, © 

But, by the conſtant uſe of a well-compoſed 
Form of Prayer in my Private Devotions, 
and by Serious frequenting of the Publick 
Prayers, and a due receiving of the Lord's 
Supper, I found in a little time my Convullions 
abated ; from which I thank God I am now 
perfectly free. 

 'Tis to be obſerved, that all thoſe who 
profeſs this New Inſpiration, ſay, that their 
Agitations conſtantly accompany their Pri- 
vate Devotions, and help them in their Ex- 
preſſions by over-ruling - their Mouths. And 
perhaps this might have been my Cate, 
had I ſuffered my Imagination to be led, as 
theirs apparently are, by an intoxicated 
Fancy, which, as we may perceive in ſe- 
veral other Caſes, inflames the animal Spirits 
to an unnatural Pitch; and the Violent Mo- 
tions of the Body, ſerve to heat the agita- 
ted Blood, and afford a conſtant ſupply of over - 
heated Spirits to the Nerves, to ſtrengthen 
and carry on the violent Agitations, and 
deluſive Impreſſions: All which may be, pro- 
bably, promoted by Evil Spirits. * 

But upon my firſt Vigorous retiſtance 
of this Extravagance of Fancy, or this 
Officious - Spirit, I never after found my 
ſelf aſſaulted in my Prayers; but was 


free to go on, either with my Private or 
| | Pub- 
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Publick Devotion, without Interruption: 
Yet for the ſpace of 6 Weeks I could nei- 
ther ſee any of the Motions of the Pro- 
phets, or even think on them, without ſome 
irregular Motions, cauſed by ſome ſuch in- 
voluntary laſtigations, as the Nerves are 
affected withal when we behold a Perſon yawn- 
ing, to imitate the Motion we fee in another. 
Vie find that moſt Enthuſiaſts have a way 
of affecting one another by ſome certain 
Tones and Accents of their Voices, by which 
they raiſe each others Spirits and Fancies 
to an uncommon Height, The P cal- 
led Quakers uſually practiſe this with effect, 
in what they call harmonizing, when one or 
two begin a humming noiſe, and raiſe it 
higher and higher till they affect the Fanczes of 
their Hearers with a peculiar Emotion, not un- 
pleafant to them : In which, to uſe their 
Language, every. one perceives from whoſe 
Spirit his was raiſed : Or to ſpeak more 
plainly, every one perceives what Note or 
Sound, among thoſe many, did particularly 
ſuit and affect His Fancy. As we ſee in 
Violins ſet at Duiſons, the touching of one of 
them with the Bow, makes the ſame ſtring 
of the other Violin move in a viſible 
manner, tho it lies on the Table un- 
touch d. 
Much like this, was the Prayer of Jacob 
Tilner, a Dutch Quaker, who coming over, 
| joined 
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joined himſelf with thoſe of that Perſwaſioms 


here, and being in an Zrg/iſh Quaker Meeting, 
thought fit to do ſomething among them; 
and therefore he began to pray in the Dutch 
Language, which none but himſelf under- 
ſtood. But the People groaned and were 
much affected with it; and when he had 
done, returned him many Thanks, profeſ- 
ſing great Edification. Jacob thus encoura- 
— at a meeting ſoon after, began to pray 
in Engliſh, having learn d ſomething of our 
Language. But in this he came off with no 
applauſe; for they ſaid they found little 
* by it, and therefore deſired him, when 

prayed again, to pray in Dutch, Here 
it is plain that his Tone pleaſed them, and 
Tong 7. But if this be not Frenſie, I am 
ure St Paul proves it to be Unchriſtianity 
x Cor, 1 4. thro the whole Chapter. a 

I will not deny, but do rather conceive, that 
in ſome of their extatick Convulſions, they 
may be aſſiſted by the immediate power of 
2 ſeparate Agent, from any thing in them; 
becauſe ſome of their Actions ſeem to be, 
ſometimes, beyond the Power of meer Na- 
ture, But in their common and ordinary 
Agitations, I am verily perſwaded they are 
carried by meer heat of Fancy, and that 
they have Power, if they pleaſe, to ſtop or for- 
ward thoſe Motions.

I cet them 
not out of vanity (1 hope no one will im- 
pute it to me in this matter; becauſe 1 
fincerely own, that lam conſcious to my 
ſelf of a very great Unſuitableneſs to ſuch 
high Expreflions as were ſpoken to me;

from an All-knowing God, who — 
fees my Infirmities, and will, { truſt, 
Mercy forgive them) but to let the Lena 
der fee the Means, which I am led to -be- 
lieve, are made uſe of by the Spirit that 
Rules them, as a Bait to deceive Souls, 
and draw them into a ſnare ; from Which, 4

II. We may ſee, and all the World may 
be (atisſied; that theſe New Prophets are 
not from God, by their contradicting one 
another in their Extaſies by Turns: In which 
alſo they upbraid and condemn one another, as 
falſe and ſelf. exalting. 
Several of theſe Perſons have, in their In- 
ſpiration, accuſed Alrabam Whitrow of having 
ſpoken his ownWords and Imaginations in his Ex- 
tafres, whilſt he ſpake in the Perſon of God. Mary 
Turner has been accuſed, in my hearing, by 
one of the Prophets ſpeaking in the Perſon 
of God (and that moſt ſeverely too) of ſpeat- 
ing falſly whilſt ſhe repreſented the Perſon of 
God.] ſaw one Johnſon, at two ſeveral Meet- 
ings, turned out of the Room, in which 
they were aſſenibled, by 2 or 3 Perſons, at 
each time, in their pretended Extaſies; who 
ſpeaking, by turns, in the Perſon of God, 
accuſed him of ſpeaking by a Diabolical 
Spirit. | 
In my hearing Deborah Whitrow was ſevere- 
ly repremanded by Mr. Glover in his exta- 
tic; Inſpiration; and accuſed of ſpeaking ber 
owsy Words in the Perſon of God; and for all Bi; 
this, every one of theſe Perſons ſtill go on, 


and laugh at, and defic the reſt; not ** 
0 
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of them owning any Fault, but in the Per- 


ſon of God, in their ſeveral Extaſies accuſe 
their Accuſers of the ſame Crimes, that theſe 
have laid to their Charge. 

Mr. Lacy, in one of his Inſpirations, had 
this ſevere threat againſt Abraham Whitrow, 
if he did not come before the reſt of the Spirits 
and Humble himſelf, that God wou'd break 
him with a Rod of Iron. Accordingly a Day 
was appointed by Inſpiration for a Faſt, 
and Abraham Whitrow went to the Place 
where they were aſſembled together ; but was 
ſo far from humbling himſelf, that he gave 
haughty and arrogant Language, as I have 
heard ſeveral of the Perſons that were con- 
cerned own; and Abraham Whitrow himſelf 
told me, that he gave Mr. Lacy particular- 
ly, abuſive Language, and. chreatned. to box 
his Ears. | FE 
This Abraham Whitrow, who has been 
Guilty of Scandalous Crimes, before and 
ſince his profeſſing himſelf inſpired, has in 
Inſpiration in the Perlon of God 
— accaſed all the reſt of being poſſeſſed 
with a lying Spirit; and Sir K. 8. ſides with 
nim in this Accuſation. Moreover I heard 
Letter read, which was ſent for that pur- 
doſe, by Sir R. B. to ſeveral of the New 
*rophets, as they were met together; in Which 
ir R. B. proteited againſt them all, except 
Abraham Whitrow, iaying He was 
fraid to come into their Aſſemblies, and he

bo Te Falſteod of (the ; 
would allow none of them to have the Spi- 
rit of God. but Abraham Whitrow alone. 
I mnt here leave it to theſe infailiblePer- 
ſons, to reconcile their Contradictions, and. 
to prove both Parts of them true: Or to 
give a good account, how one part of theſe 
Prophets became more infallible than the || | 
reſt, ſince they ſay they are di ected by the 
fame Spirit, and are agitated alike in all out- I. .

III. Their Falſhood appears from the Cor- 
rupt and Immoral Converfations of the 
pretendedly inſpired. For if ve confider 
them in their general Frame and Comport- 
ment, we difcern not that genvine Savour 
of Chriftian Piety, which was eminently ſeen 
in the Apoſtles of our Lord, tho they pre- 
tend to greater Effuſtons of the Holy Ghe/t 
now, than in the Days of the Apoſtles, this 
being to be, they fay, the much greater Pen- 
tec: And it we conſider the Lives of ſome 
of the Inſpired, they are undeniably Fon 

and Scandalous. | 
Abraham Whitrow has beaten his Wife fo 
greivouſly, ſince his being inſpired, that a 
Phyſician faid, in my hearing, that ſhe was 
in great danger of Her Life; declaring that 
ſhe was ſo much bruiſed, that the Blood came 
out of her Ears, And tho? ſhe recovered 
it was not till after many Days; all which 
timo 
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time ſk: abſented from his Houſe. 
theſe Prophets told me, that he himſelf ſaw 


 Abrabam it rom Drunk. and that he heard. 


that he had moſt outragiouſly abuled one 
of his Neigkhours,, calling. her Whore, and 
giving other opprobrious Language. 

I may hercunto add, that I am informed 
by Perſons ot ungueſtionable Integrity, that 
when thoſe Gentlemen, Who are the chief 


Advocates for, this new Diſpenſation, were 


told; in their diſpure with 7 ſeveral .Divines 
and others at Mr. U 4, Faly. 2. 170%. 
that two of their pretendediy inſpired Pere 
ſans-. being in their Agitations at Sir. R. 
B ——5 Chamber, they both fell into a 


profuſe Laughter, at a ſmall Diverſion that 


fell: out at that time: Thoſe Gentlemen de- 
clared peremptorily that their. Laughter was 
extatiok, procceding irom . viſionary Repre- 
ſentations - And yet gow. one of thoſe. Gen» 
tlemen hath. {rankly acknou ledged, beſore 


ſeveral Perſons, that this their Laughter was 


occaſioned by the want ot due rien 
and that they now manage. things better 
But how can they be accounted dirinel) iu- 
ſpired, who. are canfeſſediy Unſericus, even in 
the ſeaſon of their Agitations,? 

And much like this was Mr. Lacys Lau- 
ghter, when he ſaw £lizeleth Gray rolling 
her Eycs about in a diſtorted manner in 
her Jgitations ; who perceiving the Frowns

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doing: He faid, J know wot how it it; But 
when that Girl has Viftons, I partake of the

If they deny the Truth of either of theſe 
Facts, I am ready to produce ſufficient Vouch- 
ers for them. I now proceed to another 
Demonſtration of their Deluſion, which is 
the laſt that I ſhall mention at this time. 

IV. Their Falſhood appears from their 
falſe Doctrine, which cannot proceed from 
the Spirit of Truth. This is evident from 
what they have ſpoken in Oppoſition to 
the Duty of Chriſtians to Superzors; in their 
Contempt of the Chriſtian Miniſtry, and of 


the Chriſtian Sacraments, and in ſundry other 


Points. 

In the firſt Place, they cheriſh in their 
Minds, and raiſe in the Minds of thoſe that 
hear them, difparaging notions of the Pa- 


ſtors and Miniſters of the Church of Chriſt 


in general ; and feem to bear a particular 


ſpight to thoſe of the Church of Fngland ; - 


perhaps the rather, becauſe they have hither- 
to ſtood firm and unmoveable againſt all the 
wind of Doctrine, that Phanaticts and Enthus 
fafts have blown againſt them. 

have been informed by more than 
one Of theſe Prophets themſelves, that 
one of them in Extacy, walked about, re- 
preſenting a Cryer of Ware, through the 
Streets of this City ; where, amongſt other 
thongs offered to Sale, the pretendedly mw 
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red cried, Three. Parſons for a Groat; and to 
pour 2 yet greater contempt on the Students 
of the Law; the ſame Perſon cried, 7wo 
Lawyers for 4 Feny. But what Perſon in 
his Wits, can once imagine ſuch Scurrilous 
Ribbaldry to proceed from the infinitely. 
Wiſe and Holy Spirit of the Eternal God? 
They alſo many Times imitate the beating 
of a Drum in their Agitations, repreſenting 
the beat of a March with their Voice. This 
is indeed very like what is related of the 
Demon of Tedworth, of whom many ſuch 
Ludicrous Pranks are reported: But furely | 
ſuch indecent Things were never pretended 
to be done by the Glorious Spirit of God be- 


fore this. Whether theſe Beats of the Drum, 
may not lead to troubleſome Agitations in this 


Nation, in the conſequence, according to 
what has been formerly done by the Fifth 
Monarchy-Men; and according to what was 
done by them, very lately at Hactney-Marſb; 
where 200 of them met, with Green Rib- 
bons on their Breaſts, and committed ſome 
Outragious Hoſtilities, our Miniſters of State 
are the proper Judges; to whom I lave 
it, and return to their Abuſes of the Clergy. 
One under Inſpiration, as they themſelves 
told me, ſaid (ſpeaking of the Miniſters) 
Tou ſay the Devil is Black, (or you paint him 
ſo) but why will you wear bis Colour? Here 
again, | uppeal. to the Sentiments of all Chri- 
ſtians, whether this is not a charge misbe- 
B 4 Coming 
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coming the All-wiſe Spirit of God: which 
would repreſent many grave Perſons of the 
Laity, as well as the Clergy, and all Mours 
mers, as taking on them the Devil's Livery. 
And to ſhew that this is their conſtant and 
wetted bent and deſign to bring the Miniſtry 
into contempt, further teſtifie, That I have 
heard Mr. Lacy, in his common diſcourſe, 
ridic nile theſe Words in ur Catechiſm, where- 
in Children are taught to ſubmit themſelves 
to all their Governours, Teachers, Spiritual 
Paſtnrs, and Malers; which tends, in my 
Opinion, to teach them to diſobev their Go- 
vernours in Church and State, and in Fami. 
Iy-Government, © 

They alſo hold very Dangerous and Cor: = 
rupt Opinions, concerning the Two Sacr-- 
ments of our Bleffed Saviour; thereby cor- 
rupting and perverting the Doctrine of the 
Bleſſed Goſpel.

him. In his Agitations he kneeld dawn to 
Prayer, and after ſundry. Tautologies, and 
Cantings, in their uſual ſtile, he ſaid; 0 
Lord, thiu knoweſt the Hearts of theſe Men, 
and if there be any Evil in them, thou canſt 
ſoften it. After this, and many vain Repetitions, 


courſe to my Friend and Me, in the Per- 
ſon of GOD: O ye Mev, I cas ſpeak. by 
this Man, without the violent | Agitations of 
bis Body; for je know not how I intend to uſe 
bim in a little time, Here, to try the Spirit, 
F interrupted him, and ſaid; Ii the Name 
of GOD, is it the Spirit of GO D that Meves 
you now, or not o To this, aſter ſome pauſe, he 
asked; Do you come in the Name of GOD 
to enquire > I anſwered, 7 do. Then, ſaid he, 
you ſhall be ſatisfied. But here he proceed- 
ed to a deal of incoherent Stuff; which 1 
let paſs without writing it, nothing in it 
being material except this one Sentence; 
The Day is coming, when not one ſhall eſcape, 


they ſhall all be cut down; no, not the Pro- 
phets themſelves ſhall eſcape. He went on 


to talk at this rate, but ſeeing me negligent

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to Write, he asked me: Do 7 ſpeak too faſt for 
you 2 T anſwered yes: Then, faid he, you ſhall _ 
have a few Things no faſter than you can write, 


O my Child, fear them not: And then turning 


himſelf to me, he faid ; Thou Man be aſſured 
that this is the Voice of here his Face 
was contracted after a very unuſual man- 
ner, and he continued about the ſpace of a 
Minute, ſtammering in his Voice, and 
ſtriving to get out ſome articulate Word; 


and by the ſound and frame of his Mouth, 


I conceive he would have ſaid, GOD ; but 
not being able to pronounce that Word 
diſtinctly, he ſubſtiruted theſe Words in its 
ſtead the Spirit in this Man. 
Here he came out of his Extaſie, and told us;

I 
then argued with him upon what had paſs'd, 
particularly about the Word 'that he was 
not able to utter: And I told him, that it 
appeared to me an undeniable Teſtimony, that 
the Spirit which ſpoke in him was not from 
God: With which he ſeem'd fatisfied, and to 
own it: His Father, who was with us all the 
time, confeſſed the fame. We then exhort- 


ed him to reſiſt the Devil, with other like 


Advice : Upon which, his Temper became 
more mild, and his Mind more cool and 
ſerene : And he gave this farther Deſcrip-

But they return d upon him, alter he came 
out of that Confinement. 
The Prophets, they told us; now bom 


this poor agitared Fellow, and ſay, he bath . 
an Evil Spirit ; which they may irrefragably 


prove from his uttering Lies, in the Name 
of the God of Truth; and if they 
would diſcard all that — ſo done, they 
would do well: But then the Number of 


their Prophets would be very ſmall; for they 


have falſiſied in ſo many things forerold, that 


few Almanack- Makers have done the like. 


One thing is ſurprizing in this Reberr Wiſe, 


which both he and his Relations affirm, name- 


ly, that he ſometimes knows where cheſe Pro- 
phets aſſemble, without being told; and hath 


gone directly to their Meetings without In- 
tormation, tho' they met very privately > 
Which is, 1 conceive, hard to account for by | 


natural Agency. 

They told us alſo of a Young Man in 
Hound 's Ditch, that had a good ſenſe of Re- 
ligion before he followed thele Prophets, but 
is now ſtupid to all concerns of that Nature. 

I know a Young Woman, a Qaater, who 


following theſe Prophets, and receiving; le ſungs
